| have so many thoughts, (all of them positive), about my seven visits to TMI from 
October 2000 when | took my Gateway Voyage®, until my most recent Lifelines for the 
second time. 


First, my interest in The Monroe Institute began around 1997. | had read all of Bob 
Monroe's books and taken the Gateway Experience home course. | found out about the 
Institute as a real place when | read a magazine article about Hemi-Sync® and brain- 
wave functioning. At the time | was an EEG technician at Yale New Haven Medical 
Center in New Haven Connecticut. When | saw that there was a place to actually visit 
and take programs relating to expanding one's consciousness, | became excited about 
the prospect of actually coming to the Institute. 


Being a naturally cautious person but having an open mind, | went on the Internet and 
learned from many different sources all | could about The Monroe Institute and it being

It took me from 1997 to 2000 to feel the pull so strongly that | overcame 
my reticence and called to sign up for the October 2000 Gateway Voyage. 

When arriving, | had some anxiety but felt more excitement than anything else. From 
Mike picking me up at the airport and stopping to pick up other participants who were 
also first timers, the excitement just built up. Everyone was in a positive and excited 
state. When we arrived at Nancy Penn, Kendra a wonderful young lady greeted us and 
showed us our rooms. She was a great help and made us all feel welcome. 


We spent the early afternoon walking the grounds and talking to each other. By this time 
all my shyness and insecurity was gone. | began to introduce the late arrivals to one 
another and the group that had come early with me. | have never felt so comfortable in 
any group situation in my entire life and | am now 62 years old. 


Our Gateway Voyage was incredible as anyone who has taken it knows. Frankly, it 
changed my life in terms of my belief system expanding and knowing there are no 
limitations for the human mind, only those we place there with our beliefs. | returned 
home and found that there were few people | could talk to who could understand what | 
had experienced. 

But there were a few, and to this day those few still hang on my every word when | 


return from a program at TMI. Two of these people are my son and daughter, (ages 34 
and 35), and three other close friends, one who | will be bringing to a Companion 
Gateway soon along with my daughter who lives in France and has followed my 
progress since | began coming to TMI. 


| have found with the TMI programs | have taken that the people who are in attendance 
at the time the program is held are just as important as the actual program that is being 
taught, especially the trainers who are an integral part of the mix. They help to provide a 
safe, secure, and non-judgmental comforting atmosphere for everyone. 

There is no dogma taught in any way. One can express their own ideas and beliefs and 
not be judged or alienated. | have found this aspect of the groups so fascinating that | 
tell everyone | know about it. All these many different people from different countries, 
races and backgrounds all bond together within a few days. 


We share things that we hardly ever would share with our friends back home, meaning 
what you really think about life and why we are here and who we really are. At least 
once during a program, subsets of the group discuss what we tell our friends back home 
about where we have been and what we do when we come here. 

It never fails to make us laugh how most of us make up a story about going to "a 
retreat" somewhere and getting massages and hiking etc. Although this is true, we don't 
feel it will be understood, and we will be judged by our peers to be "out there." 


| have resisted this holding back, and for the most part, depending who | am speaking 
with, tell them to go to the website and read about the Institute, as well as read some of 
Bob's books to thoroughly understand. If they do this and are interested in coming to 
TMI, | let them know I will accompany them to their first Gateway Voyage. 


| ama vastly different person since my yearly visits to TMI, and its wonderful programs 
have helped me to open an already open mind even further. | am able to live my life 
now with an openhearted joy for life and the people in it, with gratitude to our Creator. 


| now live in the moment, mindfully aware of what | think and what | do, being

Impressions of the Gateway Voyage

In his best-selling autobiography, The Seven Storey Mountain, Thomas Merton wrote of 
an experience he had while attending Oakham, an English prep school. At the time, 
Merton was about sixteen years old. 


He had gone for a walk in the countryside; and, upon finding a green and pleasant spot 
on a hill, sat down to admire the view. He remained for some time, enjoying the sunny 
day and the scenery. 


After an hour or so Merton got up and began to walk back to school. He had not gone 
far when he realized that he had just experienced the most beautiful sight he had ever 
seen in his life; and only upon reflection did its impact become astonishing and 
meaningful. 


In a small way, that was my experience with the Gateway Voyage at The Monroe 
Institute in Faber, Virginia. During my six days as a participant and resident, | was busy 
with activities: listening to tapes of Robert Monroe in my little booth, running downstairs 
in my socks to the White Rug Room to meet with the others, standing in line in the 
pretty dining room and craning my neck to see what was being served, hanging out on 
the Nancy Penn Center's long back porch, horsing around with some of the others. 


But in the days-now a full week-which followed, | have found that through the gentle 
forges of new understandings, of kindredness and caring, that | have become sort of 
remarkable; something | could not have anticipated nor foreseen; something which has 
changed my core. It is as though the old me is gone and a new me has taken his place. 
Sensitive is a key word because | am now aware of subtle energies and sensations that 
were there all along, but which | had never noticed. It was as though | had been wearing 
blinders; restricting my perception to only what was directly in front of me. Now the 
blinders have widened, so with enhanced insight and intuition | am able to perceive 
energies | had probably never noticed before. 


Gratitude is a key word also because | have received gifts, as a result of taking the 
Gateway Voyage. | knew the workshop would put me through various states of 
consciousness (referred to as Focus levels); but nobody ever said how | would feel as a 
result of them. For me, each Focus level was, and is, akin to an unexplored country, full 
of wonderful new vistas. With each succeeding voyage | become a little more aware, a 
little more sensitive to the seen and unseen. These are some gifts! 


Thomas Merton, upon realizing the incredible beauty of what he had seen, turned and 
rushed back, to recapture the experience. But now the view had changed; and the 
magic of the moment was lost. It was still beautiful, but not in the way it was before. For, 


while he had sat on the grass and looked at the scene, Merton had been an integral part 
of it; now he was merely an observer. 


If there is beauty in the Gateway Voyage, it is this: that | have learned to become aware 
of my intimate connection to others, to my surroundings, to my spirit guides, to my 
higher self, to All That ls; and to be grateful for the insights and understandings | 
receive. | don't do it perfectly-I am still learning. But | have been given a priceless map 
which will allow me to move more completely into new worlds of experience and 
knowing. It's way cool.
